Stacey S. Meyers, Salis- 
bury, Pa., was not prosecut- 
ed on two counts of writing 
bad checks of under $500 in 
value. Both checks were is- 
sued to Chestnut Ridge Gas 
and Liquor. 

DUI AND DWI 

Judge Burnett handed 
Tracey Elaine Slagle, 42, 
Accident, a PBJ, one year 
of unsupervised probation, 
and a $400 fine after she 
pleaded guilty to driving 
under the influence of al- 
cohol. 

Court documents indi- 
cate that the conditions of 
the PBJ are that the defen- 
dant obey all the laws, pay 
all fines, do 40 hours of 
community service, attend 
the health department's al- 
cohol treatment program, 


and obtain a one-year driv- 
er’s license restriction with- 
in 10 days. 

Slagle was not prosecut- 
ed for a DWI charge and a 
DUI per se charge, accord- 
ing to court records. 

Kurt Kyle Yankolonis, 
21, Md., was handed a PBJ, 
and one year of unsuper- 
vised probation after plead- 
ing guilty to driving while 
impaired by alcohol, ac- 
cording to court records. 

The conditions of the 
PBJ require that the defen- 
dant not drink and drive, 
and attend and complete a 
West Virginia student alco- 
hol educational program, 
according to court docu- 
ments. 

Court records indicated 
that a second DUI charge 





















and a DUI per se charge 
were not prosecuted by the 
district attorney. 

Matthew Blackstone, 
38, Pa., pleaded guilty to 
driving while impaired by 
alcohol and was given a 
PBJ and one year of unsu- 
pervised probation by Judge 
Burnett, according to court 
records. 

Court documents indi- 
cated that the conditions 
of the PBJ ruling are that 
Blackstone abstain total- 
ly from alcohol and CDS 
illegal drugs, attend and 
complete a Pennsylvania al- 
cohol educational program 
within 16 weeks, attend no 
less than one AA meeting, 
not drive a motor vehicle 
unless properly licensed, 
and have a code 78 affixed

that would alert police offi- 
cers to the requirements and 
conditions of the court if he 
were stopped by police. 

Randy Gene Claypole, 
44, W.Va., pleaded guilty to 
DUI per se, and was given 
a PBJ and ordered to pay 
$150 in fines. A DUI charge 
and a DWI charge were not 
prosecuted by the district 
attorney. 

The conditions of Clay- 
pole’s sentence were that he 
totally abstain from alco- 
hol and illegal CDS, attend 
and complete an intensive 
outpatient addiction pro- 
gram at Chestnut Ridge 
Treatment Center, attend no 
less than two AA meetings 
per week, and complete 30 
hours of volunteer commu- 
nity service.

Hiccups can be quite the inconvenience, and oftentimes even 
painful. After a spasm of the diaphragm (the muscle at the base of 
the lungs) occurs, the vocal cords rapidly close, causing a 
distinct sound known as the hiccup. While hiccups may occur for 
no apparent reason, some causes include reaction to harmful 
fumes, hot and spicy foods or liquids, and pneumonia, which 
irritate the nerves that control the diaphragm. In newborns and 
infants, hiccups commonly occur and are normal. Usually they 
will disappear after several minutes, but rarely may persist for 


Unfortunately, there is no definite cure for hiccups. The 
National Library of Medicine recommends breathing repeatedly 
into a paper bag, drinking a glass of cold water, holding your 
breath, or eating a teaspoon of sugar. The sugar may be taken 3 


methods to try at home include becoming frightened or using 
smelling salts. If hiccups persist for a few days and medical 
attention is required, your doctor may use medications to control 
the hiccups. Chlorpromazine is usually the first medication to be 
used. Baclofen and phenytoin have also been used successfully 
Surgery is a last resort alternative to medications

PESKY BUGS 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. I attend a small church in Garrett County. On a warm 
day or when the heat is turned on, great numbers of flies con- 
gregate in the windows. When I ask about them I am told it is 
because the church is in the middle of a farming area. I want 
to know more about them and how to repel them. 

The great majority of insects are sensitiye to light, and 
are drawn to either a light bulb at night or to window 
glass in the daytime. If it is cool elsewhere, they will go 
where it’s warm, such as a window sill 

To get rid of them, there are many bug sprays on the 
market. However, having sprayed one day, you have to 
spray again the next when more flies come in; and some 
of the church members might find the smell of the chemi 
cals annoying. Given the circumstances of the way a typi 
cal church is used, it is probably more efficient to resort to 
good old fashioned fly-paper. A few strips can be unrolled 
at selected windows early in the week, left to attract in 
sects, and taken down just prior to services the following 
Sunday 

Echoes 

Q. Sometimes in mountains and canyons you can hear 
echoes very clearly. What causes an echo? Why don’t the 
mountains around Garrett County produce echoes? 

An echo is the result of sound waves hitting a surface 
and bouncing back in the direction from which the sound 
came. If the surface is hard, the bouncing waves will re 
main coherent and propagate all the way back to their ori- 
gin, and people can then hear the sound clearly. But a 
surface that is soft and squishy will cause sound waves to 
scatter all around incoherently. Mountains that are covered 
with trees fit that latter category, and the sound bouncing 
off tree leaves doesn’t travel in any particular direction. A 
solid rock wall of a canyon will rebound sound 
without losing coherence, and you can detect the sound 
coming back

amphitheatre named Red Rocks that has excellent acous 
tical properties, because of the shape of the huge rock bar 
riers jutting up from the ground.

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Epitome of Hypocrisy... 

Rarely a week goes by that we do not hear about 
some kind of recall of products, or parts of them, 
that are deemed unsafe. It might be a particular toy 
on which there is a removable part that can cause 
‘he ong in a child. It might be a drug that is sud- 

id to cause, or even ed to cause, 
ne (ype of dangerous side effect. It might be a part. 

. an automobile that needs either replaced or re- 
paired. 

To give a specific example, recently pulled from 
the pharmaceutical shelves was a Bausch and Lomb 
contact lens cleaning solution that apparently has 
caused a couple dozen cases of infection in users’ 
eyes. It was a miniscule percentage of the hundreds 
of thousands of users of the solution whose eyes be- 
came infected. In the other aforementioned exam- 
ples, the chances of a disaster are generally remote. 

If companies with such products do not voluntar- 
ily issue recalls and/or pull them from the shelves, 
big brother government (such as the FDA) steps in 
to make sure they do so. 

Enter the tobacco companies, which produce pro- 
ducts that cause serious damage, not to a minuscule 
number of users, but to every single user of their prod- 
ucts - not 5% or 40% or even 90%, but 100% of the 
users of their products. So where is big brother when 
it comes to tobacco products, which cost this nation 
billions of dollars every year in medical costs, higher 
health insurance premiums, lost production, etc.? 

Then this week we learn that the level of nicotine 

the substance to which smokers are addicted -— is 
from 10 to 20% higher in cigarettes today than what 
it was in cigarettes in 1999. So far the tobacco indus- 
try has not commented on this revelation. What a 
surprise. 

Intentionally jacking up the level of nicotine in 
cigarettes, if that is what has occurred, should result 
in criminal charges against those in the industry re- 
sponsible; not a slap.on.the-wrist.and.a-demand-that 
the level be reduced, but criminal charges. They are 
literally killing people, and our government contin- 
ues to let them get away with it. 

Meanwhile, Philip Morris continues to run televi- 
sion ads urging everyone to go to their web site, 
which is just chock full of advice on the dangers of 
tobacco, how to quit smoking, and how to encour- 
age our children to avoid the nasty habit. It's the 
epitome of hypocrisy. It's enough to make a person 


vomit.

STARTING WITH A BANG 


Our first day of kindergarten for my youngest, Carter, 
couldn’t have started any better. He was thrilled to be first 
in line at the bus stop and anxious to board the bus. He 
had his jar of monarch caterpillars clutched in one hand — 
a must for all kindergarten students — and he was ready to 
roll. I grilled Tyler, who is starting third grade, to keep an 
eye on his little brother. Make sure he gets to his class, 
make sure if you see him during the day you be nice to 
each other, and make sure before the bus leaves after 
school he is there with you. 

As they climbed on the bus and found their seat, I 
could see Carter’s beaming face in the window and his 
big, smiling grin. I didn’t have any emotional lapses, so 
all was well. At least until recess. I was a little shocked 
when I heard that Carter’s teacher was on the phone. She 
said he had fallen off the monkey bars and wasn’t really 
moving his elbow. She asked if I wanted to come in and 
see what | thought. So that’s just what I did 

When I was 3 I broke my right wrist, and when I was 
13 I broke my left. Both times, we waited until the follow- 
ing day to visit the emergency room. My mom, being a 
registered nurse, still feels badly she had me wait both 
times, so I thought maybe, just to be safe, we should go to 
the ER. Good thing we did because his elbow was bro- 
ken. At first we thought he may not get the cast until 
Thursday, and that’s when Carter quickly piped up and 
told the nurse that we couldn’t do it on that day because 
"it is paper day." Since The Republican is printed on Thurs- 
day, my children are well trained that not much else hap- 
pens on that day: Appointments are not made and dinner 
is always take-out. When I was telling a friend of mine 
this story, she said even though they know about the im- 
portance of paper day, somehow most things would 
probably happen on that day, regardless. After she said 
that I realized she was probably right. Even Carter's birth 
happened on a Thursday, and it wasn't supposed to happen 
until that Friday 

To make a long story short, after many calls for refer- 
rals, appointments, etc., he chose a green and black cast 
and was completely thrilled. This entire time I kept wait- 
ing for the least little whimper or complaint, but nothing. 
The prospect of returning to school on Friday with a su- 
per cool cast was too thrilling for him 

Meanwhile, one of my other concerns was older 
brother Tyler. I asked the secretary to please make sure he 
got word that Carter wouldn’t be on the bus after school 
because he broke his elbow. Little did I know that by that 
time, word had already spread across the playground like 
wildfire. Tyler later told me that all three third grade 
teachers came up to him to tell him that his brother had 
‘an accident but was fine." He said all of his friends were 
hounding him for details, and he kept telling them when 
he had "all the information, he would get back to them." 


As | rushed to pick Tyler up from school, my parents 
were en route to Dr. Tuel’s with Carter for the cast. As | 
was giving Tyler the details, he interrupted me to say, 
"Didn't Carter listen to what Bill Cosby had to say about 
monkey bars?" Earlier this summer the boys had been 
extremely entertained by listening to old Bill Cosby re 
cords. My brother and I used to listen to them growing 
up, much to our amusement also. He does a piece about 
how instead of the kids playing in the empty lot that was 
full of broken bottles and the like, their parents HAD to 
install a playground with monkey bars. I believe, accord- 
ing to Mr. Cosby, nine kids were "lost the first day alone." 

Later, Tyler, who I knew would be the one most both 
ered by this situation, said, "I just knew something bad 
would happen since I wasn’t able to watch him all the 
time.” 

Earlier in the week during back-to-school night, we 
told Carter’s teacher that the boys were total opposites, 
since she also had Tyler in kindergarten. I think this just 
proves it, because I would bet money that Tyler never 
even got close to the monkey bars let alone try them the 
very first day. I know that between my dad and me we 
have been to this ER more times than we can count, and I 
feellike Carter may be carrying on that tradition.

To the Editor: 
Most people have had 
the experience of coming to 


terms with traumatic or 
stressful life events. This 
experience is called "re- 


covery." Now large num 
bers of individuals with seri- 
ous mental illness are recov- 
ering. One European study 
found that over one-half of 
patients with schizophrenia 
now significantly improve 
or recover 

This contradicts the no 
tion that serious mental ill 
ness is a-lifelang, debilitat- 
ing condition that renders a 
person unable to work or 
pursue other activities and 
goals that make life fulfill- 
ing. It also contradicts an 
older study that defined 
"recovery" as having no 
current symptoms of mental 
illness, using no medica- 
tions, being employed, relat 
ing well to family and 
friends, and being integrated 
into the community 

This concept called 
"recovery" has been advo- 
cated by mental health con 
sumers and families, as well 
as researchers, providers, 
and public policy experts 
With the consumer/family 
movement pushing the idea 
that people with serious 
mental illness can recover, 


the concept gained wider 
acceptance. With the trans 
formation of our public 


mental health system, we 
have a new vision in Mary- 
land, of recovery from se- 


vere mental illness and dis- 
abilities. 

Recovery can stem from 
the individual's own natural 
healing processes and the 
fact that le's a 
adjust and 
time. The kind oj servites 
and supports mentally ill 
individuals may be less 
important than , their own 
natural ability to recuperate 
and heal. 

Information from _ the 
National Technical Assis- 
tance Center says, "A per- 
son has recovered when he 
or she regains primary con- 
trol of major life decisions 
and functions in a signifi- 
cant and valued social role, 
even though the person may 
continue to use medications 
and experience emotional 
distress." 

Mental health 
often begins with an 
"awakening" that is fol- 
lowed by a plan of action 
The plan may not be elabo- 
rate or even fully thought 
out at first, but can propel a 
person to embark on a series 
of "small triumphs and sim- 
ple acts of courage" that 
over time leads to a re- 
newed sense of hope, self- 
confidence, and encourage- 
ment with life’s achieve- 
ments 

One official stated that 
what matters most is the 
attitude with which services 
are delivered. “People with 
psychiatric disabilities want 
to be treated as persons with 
dignity and worth who have 


recovery 
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the right and ability to as- 
pire to goals that they 
choose, not those chosen for 
them. They seek recognition 
and support, but not pater- 
nalistic or patronizing care.

Invincible 
Rated PG-13 Running time: 1 hr. 39 min. 


Disney's got a winning formula. Find an inspiring fact- 
based sports story and make it into a movie. They did it 
with the Rookie and the Miracle (On Ice), and now with 
Invincible. Ericson Core, cinematographer and first-time 
director, follows the life transitions of Vince Papale (Mark 
Wahlberg) during the 1970s as he moves through bleak 
times as an out-of-work substitute teacher and part-time 
bartender living in the economically depressed area of 
south Philly to the bright lights of Veteran Stadium and 
his improbable career as a professional football player for 
the Philadelphia Eagles 

Core sets the I-can-do-it-no-matter-what-the-odds tone 
of the movie up front by scoring Jim Croce's "I Got a 
Name” against the grey-black and sepia-colored rolling 
camera shots of south Philly's dilapidated buildings, 
smoke stacks, railroad yards, cramped row-houses, and 
fenced-in junkyard sandlots. Core's use of Jim Croce's 
song was no accident. Croce, a Philadelphia native, who 
called himself "an original underachiever," climbed out of 
musical obscurity and became-a folk cult hero after his 
death in 1973 

[hree years later, after 11 seasons of losing football 
the Philadelphia Eagles management, tired of their team 
being the punching bag of the NFL, are ready to climb 
out of the dustbins of NFL obscurity. Dick Vermeil (Greg 
Kinnear), the USC coach fresh off a win at the Rose Ball, 
is hired to turn the Eagles into winners and garner the 
support of the fans. In one of his first actions, Vermeil 
grabs the attention of the public by holding a weekend 
tryout, and every wannabe Philadelphia Eagle shows up 
for the workout 

Papale hears the news on TV while tending bar. He's 
got problems of his own and can't be fantasying about try 
yuts for the Eagles. He's lost his substitute teaching job, he 
can't pay his bills, and he goes home to find his wife (Lola 
Glaudipi)-has- ditched him and ‘taken all the furniture 
Like the city and the Eagle's fans, he's spiraled into a 
black hol sutms bar buddies see things differently. They 
play brawl Like football with Vince in the backyard sand 
lots; they know his talents and encourage him to tryout

Max Cantrell (Michael Rispoli), the bar owner, has hired 
his cousin, Janet, (Elizabeth banks) to work as a part-tim 
bartende ngnt aion ide Vince. She's a New York G 
ints fan and she's got spunk and football knowledgs 
boot (having been raised with five brothers) 
Family and friends get into Vince's head and convinces 
him to tryout. Reluctantly, he joins the other 300 yahoos 
who show up ready to shine. The tryouts bring to the 
vie a new dimension, a bright new environment that's 


out with 


radically different from the dingy bars, cramped row 
houses, unemployment lines, strikes, and beat-up cars 
Wahlberg plays his character with a certain laid-back 
subtlety. Papale's got talent and guts but must compet 
against his own doubts and his ex-wife's humiliating cast 
gations. Everyday as he struggles to find the fire in the 
belly, Vermeil struggles to find the heart and soul of his 
new team. His gut tells him that Vince, because of his 


heart and character, might a man that he could build a 
team around. 

Both men faced different but enormous challenges, and 
both men were outsiders. Papale's teammates, who con- 
sidered him an old man and an interloper, just physically 
and emotionally punish him on and off the practice field, 
and Vermeil's future rides on his ability to turn the pro- 
gram around and win the support of the city and the fans, 
which didn't look so promising after the team lost its six 
preseason games and then got crushed by Dallas in their 
season opener. In developing his characters, I thought 
Core favored realism and complexity over sentimentality 
and hype. This movie did not generate the emotional in- 
tensity of The Titans or Friday Night Lights (both based 
on true sports stories), but it has enough juice to crossover 
and please people who may have only a minimal interest 
in professional football. 

Elizabeth Banks as Janet Cantrell is delightful. Wher 
could a Philadelphia palooka find such a girl — one who 
has the looks, the verve, and the knowledge of a football 
geek to keep a guy interested? Well, at Max Cantrell's bar 
of course 

Whoever put the cast together had an expert eye in 
what to look for. Vince's south Philly bar buddies/sandlot 
football warriors are perfectly cast. Paige Turco as Caro 
Vermeil brings a strong presence as the understanding and 
supportive sports-wife, who is married to a guy who i 
married to his job 

The football scenes are a rush. Core uses slow motion 
to build suspense. He puts the audience on the field with 
all the noise, the color, the motion, the grunts and bone 
crushing hits. It's surreal yet believable. I'd see this movi 
again just for the game day shots and the feeling of how 
one guy in one moment can turn a city into a mas bed 
lam of joy

ELSTER’S SCIATICA DOESN’T STOP HER

"Accuweather," on Saturday morning, could not make 
up its mind, which did not bode well for the day's racing. 
It was a light breeze shifting around, and I did not envy 
the PRO, Don Griffin. He wisely postponed for about an 
hour and then called the boats out. My fearless crew 
Marilyn Filemyr and I could not make up our collective 
minds; but, in the end, we went. On the way out we drift- 
ed around, but then a breeze came up which got us to the 
starting line just on time. The committee boat was heavily 
favored on starboard, but as we.turned for the line three 
boats came down in front of us blanketing our air. Elster 
was in a "barging" position and Peters forced her up into 
the committee boat. She tapped both Peters and the com- 
mittee boat, and she did penalty turns shortly after the 
Start 

When we finally got moving again the wind shifted 
around so that we crossed the line on a beam reach, and 


all the other Masters’ Fleet boats were well to leeward of 


us. We had just enough air to get to the windward mark 
well ahead of our fleet, and, in fact, we sailed wide 
around the mark with most of the Championship Fleet 
stalled there. And we were well ahead after rounding the 
leeward mark, but then I made a bad mistake. I tacked 
immediately onto starboard because that was the favored 
tack for the finish line. But the whole Challenger Fleet 
came down and marginalized our air while my nemesis, 
Rissell sailed high on port to clear the Challengers and he 
beat us by many boat lengths 

On Sunday Accuweather, at 10 a.m., predicted 7 to 17 
knots by 1 p.m. When we went out to rig it looked much 
lighter than that, but by start time it was blowing hard 
as predicted. We could not hold the boat down to wind- 
ward, and I had to dump air constantly. We were never in 
it, but we both enjoyed the wild ride. On the first-down- 
wind leg, Rissell, well out in front, had an accidental gibe 
and his spinnaker got fouled coming down. His crew, my 
wife Carol, was able to unfoul it going upwind and told 
him that the spinnaker was OK and would fly again. But 
on the second down-wind leg Rissell decided not to fly it, 
even though the wind had abated somewhat. It looked 
like Elster caught him at the leeward mark and held Ris- 
sell off to win. That was a fairly notable feat, seeing that 
Barbara is suffering from sciatica and had to be helped on 
and off her boat 

Dan Warnick was left crewless this past weekend, and 
he convinced our star sailor Harry Carpenter to go out 
with him crewing in Dan's boat in the Challenger fleet on 
Saturday. On Sunday Dan crewed for Harry in the Cham- 
pionship Fleet; here is a description of that experience in 
Dan's words:

The second will be 
held Monday, Sept. 18, at 7 
p.m., in the C-1 conference 
room of the Tawes State Of- 
fice Building in Annapolis, 
located at 580 Taylor Av- 
enue. Anyone in-terested in 
providing comments on any 
of the proposals is welcome 
to attend. 

The proposed 2007 Fresh- 
water Fishing Regulations 
include: 

*Amending closure dates 
for Put-and-Take Trout Fish- 
ing Areas for 2008. 

*The existing Delayed 
Harvest Trout Fishing Area 
on the upper Savage River in 
Garrett County from Poplar 
Lick upstream to Merrill’s 
Bridge at Westernport Road 
will be removed. A Zero 
Creel for Brook Trout Area 
will be established in this 
section and on all tributaries 
to the Savage River upstream 
of the Savage River Reser 
voir dam. The Zero Creel for 
Brook Trout Area will have 
daily and possession limits 
of 2 for other trout species 
in aggregate; there will be 
no closed season; tackle will 
be restricted to artificial flies 
and lures only; and no bait 
will be allowed. There will 
be no stocking in the Zero 
Creel Brook Trout Area; 
stocking will remain as be- 
fore on areas not included in 
this regulation 

*Modify the existing Put- 
and-Take Trout Fishing 
Area on the Youghiogheny 
River at Friendsville and 
add a Delayed Harvest Trout 
Fishing Area. A new-ly de- 
fined Put-and-Take Trout 
Fishing Area will ex-tend 
from the upstream side of 
the Route 42 Bridge down- 
stream 0.4 miles to a site 50 
yards downstream of Maple 
Street (at the confluence 
of Minnow Run). The De- 
layed Harvest Trout Fishing 
Area will extend from the 
confluence of Minnow Run 
downstream to the gas-line 
crossing upstream of Yough- 
iogheny Reservoir

Cats Excel 
at Hiding IlIness 


«I’ve noticed that whenever cat 

e owners write you about a new 
behavior their pet is exhibiting, you 
recommend they take the cat to the 
vet first thing to be “checked out.” 
Why do you always recommend 
that? Does a cat owner need to run 
to the vet every time the animal 
picks up a new habit? — A Reader 
on Long Island 

« That’s a simple answer: Cats 

«are very good at hiding, but not 
just from their intended prey. They're 
also good at hiding signs that they're 
ill. 

Because of this, pet owners need to 
be aware of their cats’ behavior, note 
what seems like a normal pattern, and 
take special note of particular changes 
in that pattern. These changes can be 
very subtle indicators that something 
is happening to their cat. And that 
“something” — for example, a urinary 
tract infection, diabetes or arthritis — 
can be difficult if not impossible to 
detect without the help of a veterinari- 
an. 

Important signals to look for include 
changes in any of the following: 

—Litter box use. Unusual or inap- 
propriate elimination behaviors can 
signal a number of conditions. 

—Interaction with family. A former- 
ly lovable cat that hisses at, or runs and 
hides from familiar humans could be 
suffering some sort of pain or stress. 

—Activities or sleeping habits. 
Many senior cats slow down as they 
age, but what if yours becomes more 
active? What about a cat that seems 
lethargic? 

—Food and water consumption, or 
unexplained weight changes. 

Also, look for changes in grooming 
habits, changes in a cat’s vocalization 
(louder or more frequent meowing) or 
bad breath. 

Fort Dodge Animal Health recently 
started a cat wellness initiative to help 
owners recognize the subtle signs of 
illness cats exhibit.

“The congressman. goes 
and knocks on as many 
doors as possible. It takes 
time and effort to win, you 
have to meet the people,” 
said Melissa Bartlett, his 
campaign manager. 

“We have to consider ev- 
erything, not just money,” 
she said. 

Don’t tell that to Savas 
Karas, a Democratic chal- 
lenger who dropped out of 
the race July 25. 

“The whole thing I found 
out about politics is that it’s 
not about your message; it’s 
about how much money you 
raise,” Karas said. “People 
would ask, ‘Do you have 
$100,000 in the bank?’ and 
I’d say no and they'd say, 
Call back when you have 
$100,000.’” 

That has not fazed the 
remaining challengers, who 
think the time is ripe for 
an upset, despite Bartlett’s 
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advantages.in.money and 
name recognition 

“Savas and I are very 
different. I will not drop 
out of the race because of 
money,” said Barry Kissin 
The Democrat contributed 
$26,759 of his own money 
to his campaign, which had 
raised a total of $30,409 by 
June 30, according to his fil- 
ing with the Federal Election 
Commission 

Bartlett, by comparison, 
reported spending $133,999 
by June 30 and still having 
$361,000 cash on hand 

His closest challenger in 
fundraising is Democrat An- 
drew Duck, who had raised 
$101,315, spent $80,775 and 
had $20,539 on hand, ac 
cording to the FEC. Lone 
Republican challenger Jo- 
seph T. Krysztoforski said 
he has raised about $22,000 
for his campaign, but he had 
not filed a report with the 
FEC as of June 30 

Krysztoforski said he 
was urged to run by Re- 
publicans who believe it is 
time for someone “younger 
and more energetic” than 
Bartlett, who has been in 
office for 14 years 

Duck and Kissin believe 
voters want a change, too, 
but they think Bartlett will 
lose because of his asso- 
ciation with President Bush 
and the Republican Party 

“There is wide dissatis- 
faction with Bartlett,” said 
Robert Kellar, Duck’s cam- 
paign manager. “Bartlett is 
almost completely discon- 
nected with the district. His 
name recognition and mon- 
ey will come back to haunt 
him.” 

Kissin said Bartlett does 
not act on behalf of his con- 
stituents and has only been 
re-elected because he has not 
had a real challenger 

“TI recognize that Bartlett 
has been winning, but the 
world is off-course and 
things have to change and 
they have to change now,” 
Kissin said. 

Local Democratic leaders 
said both Kissin and Duck 
have done a good job of get- 
ting that message out 

“They have been very vis 
ible, they’re out in the com 
munity talking to people, 
focusing a lot on the Demo- 
cratic vote and I think they’ll 
be credible,” said Robert 
Kresslein, chairman of the 
Frederick County Demo- 
cratic Central Committee 

“There is a decent chance 
that the incumbent could 
lose because of the disap- 
proval with the Bush ad- 
ministration, Republican 
Congress, and the general 
direction that the country is 
going,” Kresslein said. 

One Republican called 
that “wishful thinking.” 

“Without a doubt, 
Bartlett will win; I'd put all 
my money on it,” said Tom 

Re ermer, a 9 * 

the Montgomery County 
Republican Central Com- 
mittee. 

“Bartlett best represents 
the values and beliefs of con- 


stituents in the district and 
that district would not be 
best represented by a Demo- 
crat,” he said. 

Pollster Patrick Gonza- 
les, co-owner of Gonzales/ 
Boyd Political Consulting, 
agreed that the 6th District is 
staunchly conservative and 
Republican, and he doubted 
that Bartlett’s association 
with the president will harm 
him in the general election. 

“The president’s associa- 
tion will not have impact; 
not enough to cost Bartlett 
the election,” Gonzales 
said. 

Bartlett’s financial advan- 
tage cannot be ignored ei- 
ther, said Paul S. Herrnson, 
a professor of government 
and politics at the University 
of Maryland, College Park. 

“Voters in the 6th Dis- 
trict may be dissatisfied with 
Bartlett, but unless a chal- 
lenger can raise the money to 
get his message out, Bartlett 
will win easily,” Herrnson 
said. 

Which was the painful 
lesson that Karas learned.

Original Fair 

The fair’s roots can actu- 
ally be traced back to 1917, 
when it was first held in 
Oakland. The original lo- 
cation was in the Naylor 
Building along Third Street 
and spilling over into the lot 
between the building and 
Center Street 

At a later date, several 
sheds were constructed near 
Center Street on what was 
known as the Sweeney lot to 
house some of the exhibits 

The fair continued to be 
held at that location until the 
early 1920s. At that time, in- 
terest in the fair had grown, 
and more space became a 
necessity. The Bradley prop- 
erty west of Oakland was 
purchased. A shed was built 
for livestock and poultry 
entries, and some exhibits 
were displayed in the Brad- 
ley house. The last fair to 
be held at this location took 
place in 1931 

Weather Problems 

In the early days, most of 
the Garrett County fairs were 
held in late September, since 
more farm products were 
available for showing at that 
time of the year. However, 


been around animals, and of- years of the Garrett County's fair existence, Gambill 
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people who were involved 
noted that attendance and 
support were in direct rela- 
tion to the weather. When 
bad weather occurred for 
several years in a row and 
brought financial losses, the 
fair was discontinued. The 
15th Annual Garrett County 
Fair in September of 1932 
was the last until 1957 
Agriculture Fair 
Early in 1954, meetings 
began to organize a fair once 
more. Those who were in 
volved at that time includ 
ed H.G. Gortner, Allen S 
Paugh Sr., Walter DeBer 
ry, Baity Ridder, and John 
Carter, who was the county 
extension agent at the time 
The first Garrett County 
Agricultural Fair Inc. was 
held from Aug. 13 to 17, 
1957, on the property of 
Charles H. Bowman near 
McHenry, where the fair is 
currently held 
Officers elected at that 
time were H.G. Gort- 
ner, president; John J 
Brenneman, vice president; 
Charles A. Wilt, secretary; 
Allen S. Paugh Sr., treasurer 
and Claude W. Wagner Sr., 
manager. The board of di- 
rectors included 16 men and 
four women, who served 
four-year terms. 
That year,

charge of $50 for the week 
Beam Amusements provided 
the carnival and rides, and 
the admission fee was 50 
cents per car. Passes were 
issued for livestock and com- 
mercial exhibitors, directors, 
and helpers 

For the first fair at the 
current grounds, there was 
one Quonset hut. Tents and 
temporary buildings were 
used to house the exhibits 
and animals. Claude Wagner 
Sr. and Harland Bowman 
were given the authority to 
pay $1 per hour for labor 
to construct the livestock 
building 

That fair included 244 
exhibitors. There were also 
four 4-H booths with 965 
exhibits. There were eight 
contestants in the tractor 
driving contest. A total of 
2,029.50 was paid out in 
premiums and awards, and 
gate receipts for the week to- 
taled $1,301.50. Grand Ole 
Opry receipts for two nights 
totaled $841.50 

Continued Growth 

An office building was 
added in 1960, and a general 
purpose building and stage 
were built in 1965 

In 1966, the fair had 
grown to 2,029 exhibitors

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Growers Sought 
For Fall-Bearing 
Red Raspberries 


by Willie Lantz 


Considerable interest has 
been generated in the 
county about growing rasp- 
berries. Fall-bearing rasp- 
berries produce fruit in the 
late summer and early fall. 
One advantage of the fail- 
bearing varieties is that 
none of the canes afe over 
wintered. During the win- 
ter, the entire cane is re- 
moved, and new growth in 
the spring produces the fruit 
later in the fall 

Dr. Harry Swartz with 
the University of Maryland 
has been involved with the 
development of four varie- 
ties of fall-bearing raspber 
ries: Caroline, Jaclyn, Jose- 
phine, and a yellow variety 
called Anne. 

Jaclyn is the earliest fruit- 
ing variety, and Caroline is 
the most aggressive growing 
variety. These varieties will 
perform excellent outdoors, 
but will perform even better 
inside a high tunnel (a 
greenhouse frame with a 
single layer of plastic and no 
heat). 

Trials conducted by Dr. 
Swartz utilizing the above 
varieties in high tunnels in 
Garrett County have 
yielded four pounds per foot 
of row, which ts equal to 
nearly 30,000 pounds of 
berries per acre. Demand 
for raspberries has been 
strong at both local and re- 
gional markets. A pint (.75 
lb.) has been selling for $2 
to $3 at most markets 

A group order will be 
placed by Dec. 10 for those 
who are interested in start- 
ing to grow red raspberries 
One reason for placing the 
group order now is to take 
advantage of the consider- 
able savings by ordering in 
quantity. The plants will 
cost between $1.50 and $2 
per plant if 25 or more of 
each variety is purchased 

The second reason for 
placing the order now is 
that most of the companies 
offering these varieties were 
sold out last year by late 


spring.

Federal Funding 
Awarded To Md. 
Byways Program 


The National Scenic By- 
ways Program has been 
awarded more than 
$475,000 in federal grant 
funding to increase tourism 
in Maryland's Sixth District, 
Congressman Roscoe Bart- 
lett announced this week. 

The money will be ad- 
ministered by the Maryland 
State Highway Administra- 
tion and will be used to sup- 
port projects along high- 
ways in Maryland desig- 
nated as National Scenic 
Byways. Eligible projects 
under this program include 
planning projects to inven- 
tory, preserve and enhance 
the quality of a byway de- 
veloping visitor information 
such as brochures and inter- 
pretive facilities and scenic 
overlooks, and byway mar- 
keting. 

Of the funding, $40,000 
will be used for the Historic 
National Road Virtual By- 
way Community Web Site. 
This grant will create a vir-

"Building and maintain- § 


ing roads is a function of the 
federal government and a

Bartlett said, "The National 
Historic Road which trav- 
erses Maryland's Sixth Dis- 
trict was America's first fed- 
erally funded highway. The 
funding from these seven 
grants will increase tourism, 
support economic develop- 
ment and protect roads that 
are important parts of our 
nation's heritage." 

Another $80,000 of the 
federal funds will be used 
for Phase I marketing of the 
Eastern Legacy—Historic 
National Road. This grant 
will be used to produce and 
deliver a map-guide and 
media kit to begin the mar- 
keting process for the HNR 
Eastern Legacy states of 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
and West Virginia. 

The map-guide and kit 
will provide visitors and 
reporters with comprehen- 
sive and helpful information 
on the Eastern Legacy of 
the HNR. The primary goal 
of the map-guide is to in- 
spire traveling to more than 
one state and to encourage 
the traveler to visit longer 
than one day by learning 
about both nonprofit and 
for-profit venues.

LAKE MOODS 
by Joan Crawford 

“Earth's eye, sky water" was Henry David Thoreau's 
description of Walden Pond, a small natural lake near 
Concord, Mass., where he built a rustic cabin 160 years 
ago and had gone to "live deliberately." For two years he 
sat by the water, contemplating the world around him, 
observing the ants, watching the loons on the pond. His 
life was simplified there, and he found the peace he 
sought. I share his desire to live by the water, and I under- 
stand his feelings. Even though a summer Sunday after- 
noon at Deep Creek Lake can be anything but peaceful, 
we know it will change because the lake has many moods 

Here where many of the day's activities are determined 
by the weather, it is easy for anyone of my generation to 
become a "lake watcher." Now that we are no longer in or 
on the lake as we might have been 20 years ago, we enjoy 
watching the younger ones who are. So we sit On Our 
decks and patios or look out the window to see the ever- 
changing scene, different from hour to hour, day to day, 
season to season 

We have plenty to watch during the summer season 
when the lake always seems to be in a happy mood, espe- 
cially on sun-bright days with the water matching the sky 
and puffy white clouds floating above the mountains. For 
the past several weeks we have seen tubers and water ski- 
ers enjoy their last month of freedom before they go back 
to school. Boats and waverunners criss-cross the water, 
and we watch waves from their wakes roll shoreward to 
rock sailboats and splash against docks 

While the sun is high, a west wind ruffles the surface, 
but by late afternoon the wind dies and the lake becomes 
smooth, inviting swimmers to come in. We see long rays 
of the sun shimmering paths across the water and gleam- 
ing gold in windows along the shore 

Durire this for season T remember summers past wher 
everyone in our family water skied and we would try to be 
the first boat out there in the morning before any other 
boats disturbed the water. It was a great feeling to cut a 
ribbon of wake across a glassy surface and watch spray 
from our skis make little rainbows in the early sunlight. In 
those years, Deep Creek Lake was still a best-kept secret 

As I watch kids today jumping off over-sized tubes, | 
remember how our daughters and their friends would cap 
size our old canoe, then climb up.on.it-and jump. We see 
shiny new float boats cruising along on silver pontoons, 
and I remember the float boat our neighbors had — proba- 
bly the first one on the lake — a flat wooden hull with a 
canopy called a Huck Finn, and the one we got later 
where we could put a charcoal grill on the forward deck 
and cook our hamburgers out on the water. The small 
outboard fishing boats that used to troll around the coves

are now outnumbered by newer high-tech bass boats that 
maneuver in and out among the docks. We still watch 
sailboat races on weekends as Flying Scots and Lasers 
compete for trophies. We see their white sails cluster 
around a mark then watch their rainbow-colored spinna- 
kers billow in the wind. 

Probably no change of scene or mood on the lake 
comes as abruptly as the one that occurs the week after 
Labor Day. Summer visitors have gone, families have 
returned to the cities, and kids are back in school. Those 
of us who live here can once again claim the lake as our 
own as we welcome the days of September when the 
lake's mood is quiet and peaceful. Mornings will be still, 
with pockets of mist hanging low over the water. We will 
watch as the rising sun lifts mist from boats and docks 
then unwraps spindles of sailboat masts and tints the wa- 
ter pink. When the mist is gone and the air is clear, trees 
on Crow Point will reflect in the water, and we will see 
every leaf. 

By October the leaves will have turned gold or flamed 
red and orange as days get cooler and nights bring a chill 
The lake water will darken. Boats will be moved to trailers 
and then to their winter storage facilities. Soon docks will 
come out to be stacked along the shore. Canoes and row 
boats will be overturned along the beach or stored in a 
boat house. The lake will still be quiet and peaceful, 
owned now by a few fishermen in outboards and occa- 
sional flocks of migrating swan and geese. We will hear 
them landing at night, and see them the next day forming 
a wide "V" in the sky 

Those of us who watch the lake will see the mood 
change again as we move from golden October to gray 
November. A north wind will blow waves that crest and 
break on windward shores, hinting of snow to come 
Some days the lake will look like the ocean covered with 
white caps. As dark clouds scud low over Meadow Moun 
tain, ice will begin to form in the coves and build with 
each oncoming wave 


One day, usually in December, we will see the lake 
frozen over 
freezes like a moonscape with wind-whipped snow in pit 
and_peaks_across.the surface..One-year-it-froze-without 
snow — smooth semi-transparent ice all over. That year we 
skated on it. More often it is a snow- 
cross-country skiers and a race track for 
that dart back and forth, unlike Thoreau's Walden, wher 
the primary winter activity was fishing through th 

The Deep Creek scene will stay essentially tt in 
snow-covered and frozen until me time in Mar 
when ice begins to melt and rivers of water appear ' 
the shoreline. Then there will be pools of water beneath 
the bridges. As weeks pass, they will grow until th

Cellulosic Ethanol 

Q. I've heard of a new idea in fuel called cellulosic ethanol. 
What is that? Why is it supposedly so good? 

The name cellulosic ethanol refers to the way it is pro- 
duced. Other than that, it's just regular ethanol, suitable 
for blending with gasoline in your auto or farm vehicles 

Normally, alcohol is made by fermentation, a chemical 
process in which starches or sugars are broken down into 
simpler chemicals, including C2HsOH, which is known as 
ethyl alcohol or simply ethanol. The fermentation process 
is normally carried out by tiny biological critters, some 
times bacteria but especially yeast. Very ancient texts have 
been unearthed to show that alcoholic beverages have 
been an important part of people's lives for over 10,000 
years. In various civilizations, assorted forms of wine 
and stronger drinks have become trademarks of a 
particular country or region

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soning yourself. Remember, however, that any variety of 
booze will not have sufficient alcohol content to be a good 
fuel. So if you run out of gasoline and have a bottle of 
Jack Daniels, don’t pour “the good stuff" into your gas 
tank; just sit by the road enjoying life until help comes 
along. 

The starting material for normal alcohol production is 
typically corn, or perhaps another grain like rye, barley, 
etc. Such grains contain suitable sugars for the yeast to 
ferment, and the result is grain alcohol, another name for 
ethanol. 

Currently, making fuel-grade alcohol from corn is very 
fashionable, especially in the Midwest. Cornstarch is the 
starting chemical, taken from the kernels. With a big 
enough facility (known as a biorefinery), alcohol produc- 
tion can run into millions of gallons per day. Mixed with 
gasoline, such ethanol is a kind of "hamburger helper" to 
extend the supply of fuel. However, it can't do everything 
for us. Calculations have been done to show that if the 
entire corn crop of America were used entirely to make 
alcohol, it couldn't even displace % of the gasoline being 
used today 

Furthermore, there is an energy penalty 
with producing ethanol from corn. The energy required 
on the farm to fertilize, grow, and harvest corn has to be 
deducted from the energy value attributed to the alcohol 
Again, careful calculations indicate that ethanol-from 
com 1s not a winner, energy-wise. It makes no sense to 
spend more energy producing the alcohol than you get 
out of it. And most important of all, all that corn is better 
used to feed people and animals 

On the other hand, there are things that grow that don't 
have food value. Leaves, branches, corn cobs, the straw 
associated with wheat or rice, and especially prairie grass 
(switch grass), all are basically cellulose, rather than 
starch or sugar. It's considered agricultural waste. How 


associated 


much better to convert those substances into fuel! Given 
the typical amount of biomass per acre, this would yield 
twice as much fuel as corn. Hence the obvious motivation 
to produce ethanol from cellulosic materials 

The problem is that simple yeast can't do the job for 
you anymore. Starting with cellulosic materials, two con- 
secutive steps must be taken: first, the long-chain cellulose 
molecules have to be broken down into sugars; and sec 
ond, fermentation converts the sugars to ethanol. Nor- 
mally-this-requires-two-different"bugs" "a bacteria Or Tun: 
gus that uses certain enzymes (called cellulases) to free up 
the sugars, and then yeast for fermentation. The two-step 
process is much more expensive to run, and hence in 


creases the cost of ethanol produced from cellulose. It's 
not commercially competitive 
What is needed is a new type of microbe that can do 


both steps at once. This is a hot topic in genetic engineer 
ing: By genetically enhancing certain fungi, they can be 
made to produce much more cellulose-digesting enzymes, 
and this is a major step forward. But the ideal new mi- 
crobe needs to have a high tolerance for alcohol, too. (The 
death of microbes from too much alcohol is what keeps 
wine at around the 12% alcohol level.) Putting all the de- 
sirable attributes into one critter is a mighty tough genetic 
engineering task 

Researchers have had some success, doing things like 
making a yeast that can live on cellulose alone, or making 
a bacteria that survives at high temperatures; but it's too 
soon to pick a definite winner. Others are starting with 
extremely simple microbes and inserting genes that spe- 
cifically code for desired characteristics, like producing 
alcohol. There is considerable optimism that cellulosic 
ethanol will be produced cost-competitively within a few 
years. The best thing about starting with cellulosic mate- 


rial is that it is so plentiful. 

Moreover, there is no reason to just accept ethanol as 
the only product of genetically engineered microbes. Ter- 
mites already produce great quantities of methane, but not 
in any systematic way where the methane can be cap- 
tured. Perhaps hydrogen or bio-diesel fuel might be pro- 
duced someday by newly designed critters. The engineer- 
ing goal is to get the process efficiency up and the cost 
down.

$173 Million In 
Surplus For '06 


Comptroller William 
Donald Schaefer this week 
reported that the state 


closed fiscal year 2006 with 
a surplus of $172.8 million. 
The Board of Revenue Esti- 
mates closed out its fiscal 
year by forecasting general 
fund revenues to within 0.4 
percent of perfection. For 
the year, general fund reve- 
nues totaled nearly $12.4 
billion, an increase of 7.3 
percent over FY 2005. Fis- 
cal year 2005 had seen 
growth of 13.2 percent over 
FY 2004 

"Growth has_ clearly 
slowed," said Comptroller 
Schaefer, "And you're going 
to get the same message 
from me that you've had all 
along. We had better plan 
responsibly for the future 
We have a lot of demands 
on our budget. Now is not 
the time for overreaching 
fiscal expenditures." 

Income tax revenue grew 
by 14.2 percent in fiscal 
year 2005, but pew by 10.5 
percent in FY 2006. Sales 
and use tax revenue main- 
tained steady growth. These 
two sources of revenue ac- 
count for 82 percent of the 
state’s general fund

In 1868, one vote 
saved President Andrew Johnson from being re 
moved from office by impeachment. In 1875, one 
vote changed France from a monarchy to a republic 
In 1876, one vote gave Rutherford B. Hayes the 
presidency of the United States. In 1923, one vote 
gave Adolf Hitler leadership of the Nazi Party. In 
1941, one vote saved the Selective Service System, 
just weeks before Pearl Harbor was attacked 

Perhaps more importantly, a person's vote is a 
statement of his or her opinion to the government, 
about the government. Translated another way, this 
means that a person who does not bother to vote 
really has NO night to complain about anything the 
government does or does not do. Everyone has the 
right to voice an opinion, but the value of that opin 
ion 1s greatly diminished and easily dismissed if the 
person voicing it 1s a non-voter

Students succeed on Ad- 
vanced Placement exams 
and college entrance tests, 
said the study, “Measuring 
Up 2006,” which grades

However, paying tuition, 
room, and board has be- 
come difficult, especially 
for low-income families, 
the re-port said. Maryland 
rated an F in affordability,

“For most American 
families, college affordabil- 
ity has continued to dete- 
riorate,” said James B. Hunt 
Jr,, chairman of the non-

of North Carolina. 

“The share of family in- 
come required to pay for a 
year of college has contin- 
ued to escalate for all but 
the wealthiest families. And 
financial aid for qualified 
students who can’t afford 
college has not kept pace 
with tuition increases,” Hunt 
said in a press release. 

Maryland families in the 
lowest income bracket, those 
averaging $15,000 annually, 
would have had to set aside 
62 percent of their earnings 
to cover community college 
costs and 79 percent of their 
earnings to cover costs at 
public four-year colleges 
in 2005. It would cost al- 
most double their incomes 
to attend a private, four-year 
school, 

Costs are computed by 
figuring tuition, room, and 
board, and deducting any 
financial aid. 

Middle-income families 
earning $60,862 on average, 
would have had to save 17 
percent of their earnings

private four-year schools 

Those in the highest in- 
come group, families aver- 
aging $161,046, would have 
had to put aside 6 percent 
of their earnings for com- 
munity college, 9 percent 
for public four-year colleges, 
and 16 percent for private 
four-year colleges. 

“Over the past several 
years, the state has increased 
its investment in need-based 
financial aid,” the report 
said. “Nonetheless, the 
share of family income, even 
after financial aid, needed 
to pay for college is large 
when compared with other 
states.” 

California and Utah re- 
ceived the highest grades 
in affordability, earning a 
C- each 

Maryland is taking steps 
to make college more afford- 
able in addition to investing 
more in need-based aid, of- 
ficials said 

State funding increased 
by 15 to 16 percent in public 
four-year colleges and will 
increase by about the same 
percentage in community 
colleges next year, said Bar- 
bara Ash, research director 
at the Maryland Association 


CENTER 





of Community Colleges. 

That increase enabled 
public four-year colleges to 
freeze tuition for Maryland 
undergraduates this academ- 
ic year. 

“We may not have done 
so well this time around 
but I’m betting the report 
card for 2008 we should 
see some dramatic improve- 
ment,” Ash said 

In other areas, the state 
earned good marks, with 
little change since the 2004 
report. The center assigns 
grades after comparing each 
state to the state that did the 
best in a given category. 

Maryland received an A- 
for preparation, a category 
that evaluates the K-12 sys- 
tem 

According to the report, 
over 75 percent of seventh- 
to-12th-graders have teach- 
ers who majored in the 
subject they are teaching, 
“which compares very well 
with leading states.” 

The study commended 
eighth-graders’ performance 
on national assessments in 
writing, math, and reading, 
but warned that scores on 
national assessments in sci- 
ence were low 

The report also noted that 
low-income eighth-graders 
did not achieve high marks 
On national math assess- 
ments 

In participation, a Cat- 
egory that looks at how the 
state enrolls its students in 
higher education, Maryland 
earned an A 

While the proportion of 
students who enroll in col- 
lege directly after high school 
is low, Maryland leads in 
the percentage of adults, 
ages 25 to 49, participating 
in part-time postsecondary 
programs 

On the downside, non- 
white students are behind 
white students in college 
enrollment, with 43 percent 
of white students, ages 18 to 
24, enrolled in college and 
28 percent of non-whites 
enrolled 

The state received an- 
other A in benefits, which 
examines the economic and 
societal boosts. Maryland 
receives from educated resi- 
dents 

“Over the past 12 years, 
the percentage of residents 
who have a bachelor’s de- 
gree has increased substan- 
tially, and the economic 
benefits that the state enjoys 
as a result have increased 
substantially as well,” the 

report said. 

The completion grade, 
which tracks students’ abil- 
ity to finish their postsec- 
ondary education, went up 
from a B- in 2004 to a B this 


Drop-out rates among 
first-year postsecondary stu- 
dents fell since 1992, with 
half of first-year commu- 
nity college students return- 





ing the following year and 
81 percent of freshmen in 
four-year public and private 
institutions going on to the 
sophomore year. 

Also high is the percent- 
age of first-time, full-time 
college students who earn 
bachelor’s degrees in six 
years. However, the report 
noted that black students 
are less than 75 percent as 
likely as white students to 
complete their postsecond- 
ary education. 

“It's good news and bad 
news,” said Joseph Vivona, 
University System of Mary- 
land chief operating officer 
and vice chancellor for ad- 











ministration and finance, 
“The good news is that the 
gap has narrowed signifi- 
cantly over the past 10 years 

. But a gap still exists.” 

Vivona said the Board of 
Regents will create a work 
group this year to deal with 
retention and graduation 
issues,

PLUTO 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q. I read that Pluto is no longer considered a planet. What 
caused Pluto to get demoted from “planet” status? 

Pluto is just plain too small. It is much smaller than 
even the least of the other planets (Mercury), and really 
tiny compared to the planet nearest to Pluto (Neptune). 
rhe diameter of Neptune is 30,248 miles, but Pluto’s di- 
ameter is only 1,430 miles. For comparison, both Venus 
and Earth have diameters around 4,000 miles. Pluto cer- 
tainly has less than 1/10 the mass of Earth, and that’s a 
generous guess. The fact that Pluto is 3% billion miles 
away makes it tough to collect good data. 

Those numbers show that Pluto is really tiny by plane- 
tary standards. The sun really has four major planets, 
known as the gas giants: these are Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus 
and Neptune. Jupiter dominates the solar system; the 
mass of Jupiter alone is more than double the sum of all 
the r planets. There are also four minor planets, closer 
tot. . sun: Mercury, Venus, Earth and Mars. 

[here are a lot of celestial objects. For example, the aster- 
oid belt is a collection of rocks between Mars and Jupiter 
that never coalesced into a planet. That was because both 
the Sun and Jupiter pulled so, strongly (in opposite direc- 
tions) that those rocks could never get together and accu- 
mulate. That gives you a clue of what’s wrong with Pluto 
There are some very large asteroids, some big enough to

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have names, such as Ceres. 

The asteroids mostly go around in a circular orbit, but 
occasionally, due to collisions and interactions, one goes 
flying off in a different direction. It then travels around 
the solar system in an eccentric orbit. If one should hap- 
pen to cross Earth’s orbit, at a time when Earth is in its 
way, it will collide with Earth. We call that a meteor. If 
Earth is elsewhere in its orbit, then it’s “nobody home” 
and we take no notice of the passing asteroid. 

Most of the planets have moons, which are objects that 
orbit that planet, not the sun. One advantage Pluto does 
have is that it orbits the sun. 

Out beyond Neptune, in the outer reaches of the solar 
system, there is another very large band of gas and dust 
and debris known as the Oort Cloud. Like the asteroid belt, 
the Oort Cloud contains a huge number of rocks of all 
different sizes. The gravitational forces between them 
were never enough to pull a lot of them together into a 
planet. 

However, some very big rocks did form by gravita- 
tional attractions between smaller rocks, and that is essen- 
tially what Pluto is. There are thousands of similar objects 
way out there. Pluto is one that happened to go into an 
orbit of a very special kind: Pluto's path is an ellipse, and 
sometimes it is actually inside the orbit of Neptune. 

The way Pluto was discovered in the first place (circa 
1930) was because astronomers detected a variation in the 
orbit of Neptune, and reasoned that there must be a heavy 
object out there that was exerting a pull on Neptune. They 
calculated where such an object ought to be, and upon 
looking in the right place, an object was there. It was 
given the name Pluto. (Walt Disney named Mickey 
Mouse’s dog after Pluto a year or so later). 

With the passage of 70+ years and the discovery of 
countless celestial objects, people began wondering about 
the comparative importance of Pluto. The decision in Au- 
gust by the International Astronomical Union was not 
just a whimsical “vote him off the island” popularity con- 
test. It was a long time in coming. 

Astronomers convened and decided what the charac- 
teristics are that make something a planet: a) it orbits the 
sun; b) it is sufficiently massive that its own gravitational 
force can squeeze all the accumulating rocks together into 
a—round_ball; and—c)—it—must—have—‘cleared””alt-the 
neighborhood around its orbit (that is, it picked up the 
trash, so to speak). That third criterion rules out all the 
occupants of the asteroid belt. Pluto flunks the second test 

it’s really just a huge irregular rock. 

One puzzle that tantalizes the astronomy community 
has to do with the Oort Cloud, which (calculations seem 
to indicate) may contain a very massive object. But it’s so 
far and so dark that space probes would have to travel to 
the Oort Cloud to find out anything. NASA has repeat- 
edly decided it has better places to put its resources. Nev- 
ertheless, the future day could come when a new object is 
promoted to the status of planet # 9 


Q. I read with great interest the article this past week on 
cellulosic ethanol. On the other hand, many years ago "wood 
alcohol" was very popular as a fuel. With all of the forests 
here in Garrett County it would seem to me that would be a 
way to go. Can the wood alcohol industry be restarted here in 
Garrett County? CNH, McHenry 

It's all a matter of economics. Wood is most often used 
for paper, and that's good economic value —- you WANT 
the cellulose itself (at a paper mill), and don't want to 
break it down into alcohol. Agricultural waste like 
branches and leaves and so forth have no value in them- 
selves, and hence are candidates for the biomass refinery. 
At the refinery, you can make a lot of different hydrocar- 
bon chemicals, including methanol or ethanol (wood al- 
cohol = methanol). But the economics again work out to 
create a preference for ethanol. 

I could easily see a bio-refinery coming to Garrett 
County some day

eI have a 12-year-old cocker 

e spaniel. “Sam” is the only dog 
I’ve owned in 65 years that will dig a 
small hole in the grass — I presume, 
so he can sit in it. I am constantly 
replacing the topsoil in my yard. 
Why does he do this? He’s also the 
only dog I’ve known to get warts. — 
Jo F., Denver 


A « Why does he do this? No one 
e knows, exactly. Many dogs 
most, really instinctively dig 
Some, like certain breeds of terrier, 
were bred specifically to dig for 
rodents. Others just like to kick up the 
dirt and roll around, or bury a favorite 
bone. 

It’s unlikely that you will be able to 
completely stop Sam’s digging, nor 
would you want to — it’s fun and nat- 
ural. But replacing topsoil is absolute 
ly no fun, so a compromise is in order 

How about setting aside a few feet of 
space in the yard just for Sam to dig 
in? If you’re worried about damage 
around a fenced area, perhaps filling a 
raised bed with packed soil will do. To 
get him to use it, bury treats and toys 
throughout the area for him to find, 
and accompany him on all his forays 
outside to guide him away from dig- 
ging at the grass and toward the dig 
area 

The warts are another issue. First, 
they may not really be warts; they 
could be lipomas (small masses just 
under the skin) or sebaceous cysts 
caused by plugged oil glands. All of 
these are seen more commonly in old 
er cocker spaniels than in other 
breeds. They should be checked out by 
your pet’s veterinarian, who may have 
a tissue biopsy done to make sure they 
are benign. If the bumps or warts 
cause itching or discomfort, the vet 
can treat these symptoms

Calcium Reduces Risk Of Colon 
Cancer 


Calcium is the most abundant mineral in the human 
body. It is important in many bodily functions including 


bone development 


muscle contraction, blood vessel 


contraction and expansion, hormone secretion, and 
nerve function. A recent study showed that calcium 
reduced the risk of colon cancer in women by 26 to 46% 
The study was performed at the University of Minnesota 
Cancer Center and involved 45,354 women with no 
history of colon cancer.

1. What do you think is the biggest public 
safety problem confronting Garrett Contity law 
enforcement today and how would you address 
this problem?

Efforts should be made to ensure 
offenders will receive treatment or incarcerated 
whichever is appropriate 


2. Where do you think the Detention Center 
should be located and why? 


Berkebile: We need a new detention center, 
the Oakland County Roads Garage location is 
a good one. The State has approved the loca 
tion and design and committed to funding 9 
beds 100% the remaining 81 beds at 50%. The 
detention center will prove to be quieter, more 
aesthetically pleasing than the current roads ga 
rage. Changing course now would waste taxpaye!

Gnegy: The jail needs to be situated near Oak 
land where all service providers for inmates are 
located. The Oakland County Roads site is ac 
ceptable, as would be any alternative site within 
relevant distance from Oakland.

Also, I cannot stress 
enough we need and must recruit industry to our 
area SO we can improve the life of our people 
Also as older citizens retire they usually have a 
desire to work several days per month. My own 
businesses have been helped by the knowledge of 
these people 

Affordable housing has been and still is a 
major problem and as property prices rise the 
problem is going to get worse. As nice as the 
new government housing units are it is not like 
Owning your own place. Also the revitalization 
of older homes in the area be offering tax incen- 
tives and searching out grants. We need to stop 
the cycle of educating our youth only to loose 
them to other areas because of lack of good jobs 
with benefits. Our people are our greatest secret 
and resource 

Walters: Ask Job Services and Employment 
Agencies.

' see as the fairest means to support our fire and 
rescue personnel and their operations? 


Beard: A recent FBI report concluded that 
ours is the safest county in Maryland. Fire and 
rescue concerns are issues being addressed regu- 
larly. Meetings between County Government 
and fire and rescue squads have produced basic 
understandings. We are aware of this problem 
and have been diligently addressing it. This is an 
on-going process; it is premature to announce a 
final decision. 

Glotfelty: Most individuals do not fully un- 
derstand the cost of operating a fire or rescue 
squad operation. The cost of training and equip- 
ment is tremendous, well past what these orga- 
nizations can ever hope to raise money for with 
dinners and drawings. The county has grown 
and so have the needs of our fire and rescue 
teams to meet this growth. Since the demand 
has been created to a large extent by our visitors, 
it seems reasonable that a percentage of the Ac- 
commodation Tax be used to supplement all the 
fire departments and rescue squads. We cannot 
continue to grow this county and not support the 
maintenance and funding of the very people that 
may save Our own lives. 

Gregg: The commissioners have approved an 
Emergency Services Report that addresses these 
issues. We plan to use general revenue funds. 

Holliday: This has always been a great con- 
cern of mine. We have budgeted in 2607 a line- 
item for a retirement for fire and rescue. I have 
proposed in the past a revenue source to hel 
fire and rescue that did not materialize. | will 
continue to look and work toward identifying a 
source of funding for fire and rescue. 

Nazelrod: Public safety is very serious con- 
cermrto-everyone. The fairest way to support the 
fire and rescue is to give an enhanced share of 
the tax dollars that we collect. Also in the near 
future it is going to be necessary to have a paid 
fire and rescue department. As we grow the de- 
mand is higher and while our volunteers are do- 
ing a wonderful job the time is going to come that 
the needs of our area will outgrow the personnel 
that we have. Garrett County has seemed to not 
notice that with more tourism coming in there is 
more need for our fire and rescue departments. 
We need to search diligently for more state and 
federal grants to help with replacement of equip- 
ment. 

Walters: I was under the impression that 
transfer taxes were already in place. I would 
have to honestly say, I don't know but will look 
into this one.

Beitzel: We must work to reduce reliance on 
foreign oil and energy; need to simplify permit- 
ting — for new power plants, nuclear and 
coal fired, to expedite construction of new facili- 
ties; must develop state programs to encourage 
utilization of agricultural products and other 
renewable resources for alternative energy sourc- 
es. As cost of oil increases alternative energy 
resources will become more affordable. 

Bolden: Conservation is the key to curtail 
the growing energy crisis and every homeowner 
and business owner will do this conservation at 
best when their electric bill comes due. My ten 
year plan is to invite investors to construct a coal 
fired power plant in Southern Garrett Co. similar 
to the AES Warrior Run plant now operating in 
Allegany Co. This operation has been operat- 
ing for ten years and each year improvements 
have been made technologically to improve the 
emissions. In order to invite the investors you 
provide tax incentives over the long haul. This is 
supposedly be offered the Wind Companies. The 
construction of a coal fired power plant would 
create many jobs during construction and when 
completed jobs in the coal industry and work 
inside the plant would be needed.

A perfect example would 
be the decision to repeal a FO year tax of .02 cents 
ad bottle on each bottle sold in Garrett County. 

he revenue from this tax amounted to about 
$153,000.00 annually. What has happened now 
is the non beer drinkers are paying the tax instead 
of the beer drinkers. Our legislators in 1935 
should be commended for having the courage 
to place the tax on beer in the beginning when 
our County went wet following prohibition. At 
that time the cost of beer was .10 cents, the tax 
amounted to 20%. 

Butscher: Yes, as a former County Commis- 
sioner I would not have a problem with support- 
ing that. I would like to see the media cover the 
office more thoroughly.

Butscher: First, our elected officials need to 
work to get business and industry with good pay- 
ing jobs and benefits to move to Garrett County. 
This will help us to keep our youth from leaving 
and will provide the income needed to buy a 
home for their families. Secondly, we need to 
hold the line on our taxes and fees. 

Moe: Because of federal budget cuts, there is 

oing to be an increasing burden on seniors on 
Ave incomes to handle higher medical and liv- 
ing costs. Another problem will be balancing our 
long-time excellent quality of life’with ag ees) 
pressure of development and tourism. I woul 
work in cooperation with the Board of Garrett 
County Commissioners for solutions. 

Moyer: Rising assessments and competitive 
benefits/wages appear to be the biggest concerns 
for our county. We need a study done that would 
show that true economic impact that will occur 
in the next 5 to 10 years. Solutions: enhancin 
tax credits through the Homestead Act to benefit 
our full time residents and continuously working 
to create improved job opportunities for Garrett 
and Allegany counties. 

Aiken: Sustaining and encouraging growth 
that leads to quality employment opportunities 
with living wages and benefits. Keeping an af- 
fordable tax system to provide sufficient funding 
for necessary services and infrastructure. These 
are our two most serious problems. To solve 
them we need good planning, good leadership, 
and cooperation at ait levee of government. 


8. Public safety, particularly fire and rescue, 
is a concern to the extent that services rely on 
volunteers and recruitment of volunteers is be- 
coming more difficult. To help finance, in part, 
every such operation in Garrett County and to 
address the increased development that strains 
such services, everything from transfer taxes to 
impact fees has been proposed. What do you 
see as the fairest means to support our fire and 
rescue personnel and their operations? 


Beitzel: Need to hold line on requirements for 
education and training for volunteers. I support 
education and training but requirements are such 
that new recruits are dissuaded from coming on 
line. Professionals seem to be pushing for paid 
fire and rescue staff. Our volunteers do a tremen- 
dous job without cost to community, we need to 
support them in every way possible. 

olden: Increase the fire tax already in place 
of .02 cents per hundred assessment the amount 
necessary to fund the fire and rescue services 
including Worker’s Compensation Insurance 
for the personnel and reduce the over-all tax the 
same amount so that the tax does not reflect a 
tax increase. In this manner, everyone that owns 
a home pays for the insurance. This would then 
increase recruitment because of the insurance 
coverage. 

Butscher: For many years I have thought 
there should be a certain number of paid staff 
on our fire and rescue teams. You need consis- 
tency. You also need people in the community 
who have the skills and talents to volunteer their 
services, but are happy with their profession. I 
believe that our current tax dollars are needed to 
finance these organizations. 

Moe: I would not support an increase in trans- 
fer taxes. However, raising the accommodations 
hotel/motel tax two (2) percent on tourists to 
provide revenue for the increased demand cre- 
ated by the building of additional rental homes 
to me merits strong consideration by the Garrett 
County Board of Commissioners. This two (2) 
percen! could then be earmarked for volunteer 

ire and rescue squads only.

Students in elementary 
schools in Garrett County 
will be given the opportu- 
nity to participate in a vol- 
unteer FluMist™ program 
this year that will inoculate 
them against influenza, ac- 
cording to Rodney Glotfelty, 
health officer with the Gar- 
rett County Health Depart- 
ment.

Log Cabin Condos 
Added To County's 
Water, Sewer Plan 


The Garrett County 
commissioners voted unani- 
mously on Tuesday to in- 
clude a new Deep Creek 
Lake development into the 
county’s water and sewer 
master plan, immediately 
following a public hearing 
on the issue. Only one lo- 
cal resident attended the 
hearing 

The developer of Yellow- 
stone Villages requested in 
March to be included in the 
plan. The proposed develop- 
ment will be located along 
Paradise Heights Road (Tax 
Map 58, Parcel 74) and will 
consist of 36 to 38 log cabin 
units in an area zoned Town 
Residential. Each unit is con- 
sidered a condominium, and 
the real property is owned 
in common by a condomin- 
ium association, said Linda 
Lindsey, interim director of 
Garrett County Department 
of Public Utilities 

She noted that the devel- 
opment site was already lo- 
cated within the Deep Creek 
Lake Sewer Sanitary District 
so the boundary will not 
have to be amended. Sewer 
service for each unit will be 
provided by the public sewer 
system 

“Water service will be 
provided by a private water 
system constructed by the 
developer,” Lindsey added 
The system will contain two 
6-inch wells and two 5,000- 
gallon fiberglass retention 
storage tanks. She said one 
of the wells is presently in 
place and yields 100 gallons 
of water per minute 

Water quality testing in- 
dicated that only disinfec- 
tion would be required for 
treatment to meet potable 
water standards, Lindsey 
said

Owners Of Meadow Park Double 
Sales Tax; Expect Renters To Pay 


The Garrett County com- 
missioners in May enacted 
Resolution 2006-9, a Mobile 
Home Park Campground 
Tax Ordinance that has 
some Garrett residents ask- 
ing questions. 

Roberta’ Robertson, a 
senior citizen, received a 
letter from Norino Proper- 
ties LLC, the owner and 
landlord of Meadow Park, a 
mobile home park in Acci- 
dent, informing her 
"Garrett County has im- 
posed a new sales tax on 
your rent." 

Robertson, a Grantsville 
resident, had signed a year’s 
lease agreement 
Norino Properties on July 
24 to rent 205 Teaberry 
Lane for her granddaughter, 
Brooke Wilson, and Wil- 
son's fiancé, Nicholas Far- 
ley, who were in the process 
of relocating to Garrett 
County from Boston. 

James M. Parks, the 
property manager, said in 
his letter to Robertson, "The 
Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners passed reso- 
lution 2006-9 that requires 
us (Norino Properties) to 
collect a 15 percent sales tax 
from you, in addition to 
your monthly rent. This tax 
was-imposed~effective May 
1, 2006, which means we 
were supposed to start col 
lecting it along with your 
May, June, July, and Au 
gust rent.” 

According to Robertson, 
she had terminated a previ 


ous lease that she had 
signed for her daughter, 
Jennifer Robertson, before 


resigning the new lease in 
July for her granddaughter 

Parks went on to say in 
the letter dated August 16, 
"The new law means that 
you must now pay us 
$517.50 per month, $450 for 
the rent and $67.50 (per 
month) for this new tax." 

This new amount of 
$517.50 was due beginning 
in September, he wrote. He 
also stated in the letter that 
because the tax was im 
posed as of May 1, 2006, 
"We must collect from you 
270 in sales tax (for 
Robertson's previous lease) 
for the months of May, 
June, July, and August." 

He ended, the letter by 
stating that if the renters 
had any questions regarding 
this matter they could call 
the county commissioners’ 
office

As Robertson prepares to 
fight Norino Properties in 
court if necessary, she said 
that she had more questions 
than answers. "Why would 
the Garrett County commis- 
sioners institute such a tax? 
They must be aware that the 
owners of campgrounds and 
mobile home parks will pass 
this tax on to their renters, 
the people in Garrett 
County that can least afford 
t," she said 

On the other side, she 
wonders whether Norino 
Properties has the legal au- 
thority to impose such a tax 
after she already signed a 
new lease agreement 

"Is Norino Properties 
going to collect this new 
sales tax from everyone go- 
ing back to May? What of 
people who left at the end of 
May? Or June? Or July? 
Will Norino Properties 
track them down and claim 
they are owed for a back 
sales tax? Are other people 
in Meadow Park also pay 
mg-this-tax?"-she- asked 

"I want to know why the 
county commissioners lev 
ied this new tax; what was 
their motive?" Robertson 
said. "It seems to me that 
this situation borders on the 
idea of taxation without 
representation, an idea most 
Americans should be famil- 
iar with,” she added 

When Robertson’ ap 
proached the county com 
missioners’ office, she was 
referred to Pat Kelly, super 
visor of licensing and en 
forcement for the Garrett 
County Office of Planning 
and Development. Kelly 
stated that Resolution 2006- 
9 did not institute a "new" 
tax on mobile home parks; 
it affected campgrounds

Well, shame on us. A county voter turnout of 
39% is somewhere in the pathetic range. Of regis- 
tered Republican voters in the county, 44% voted in 
Tuesday's primaries, and of registered Democrats, 
27% voted. 

Tuesday's Republican balloting certainly shot a 
hole in the argument that “one vote doesn't count,” 
as Only seven — count ‘em — seven votes separate two 
of the candidates for sheriff going into today's ab- 
sentee vote count process. There is also only a 
handful of votes between the seventh- and eighth- 
place candidates for Republican Central Committee, 
with only the top seven elected. 

In the case of Republican voters, one would think 
that, with so many of their candidates vying for 
several important offices, they would have come out 
in droves. As for the Democrats, it is a bit more 
understandable that their numbers were low, 
because their ballot had so many empty holes on it 
So, shame on the Republicans for not showing up, 
and shame on the Democrats for failing to even have 
any candidates in several of the races. (They could 
muster only two candidates for several vacant seats 
on their own Democratic Central Committee.) 

All of this brings up some other points to con- 
sider. Since. there’ are no Democratic candidates for 
sheriff, nor for register of wills, nor clerk of court, 
plus several others, the end result is that probably 
somewhere around 25% of Garrett County's total 
number of registered voters (and all of them Repub- 
licans) are deciding who should fill these various 
posts. That's not only pathetic, it's downright scary 

With that being the case, we seriously question if 
some of the aforementioned offices should be elect- 
ed, rather than hired, positions. Why do we elect a 
register of wills, a clerk of court, and, for that matter, 
a sheriff” We dont eléct Our health officer. We don't 
elect the head of our roads department, our superin- 
tendent of schools, our planning and zoning direc 
tor, nor our director of economic development 
What's the difference? 

It seems that this may call for some legislation to 
make some changes in our system of filling offices 
But in the meantime, we should never shirk our re- 
sponsibility to vote. Let's hope that November's gen- 
eral election turnout will be much better than the 
pathetic display in this week's primaries

I am writing you to re- 
quest that you not approve 
the request, as written, from 
Brookfield Power as per 
their letter to you dated Au- 
gust 29, 2006. I am not op- 
posed to their request for an 
outage of their power plant 
located at Deep Creek Lake 
nor their desire to remove 
the old Johnson valves in 
the power house and to re 
place them with new butter- 
fly valves, but I am very 
much opposed to the part of 
their request to draw down 
the lake to an elevation of 
2,454 feet. There is a better 
solution. “water isa” pre- 
cious commodity and 
should the lake fail to refill 
naturally by next summer, 
the recreational income to 
Garrett County will be dev 
astating 

In lieu of drawing down 
the lake, they could simply 
install a coffer dam at the 
intake tower of Deep Creek 
Project which will prevent 
any water from going down 
the power tunnel which 
conveys water from the lake 
to the powerhouse on the 
bank of the Youghiogheny 
River. The coffer dam can 
also be constructed high 
enough so that any major 
storm event "up to and in 
cluding the 500-year precipi 
tation event" would not 
impact the construction 
they desire since any and all 
water would simply be con

A confession: I'm getting old. So it's just a fact of life, I 
guess, that my memory has started to go. Along with a 
variety of other body parts.... Here we are on part seven

So we traveled 
through the fascinating Spaceship Earth (i.e., the big ole’ 
golf ball), watched the hilarious Ellen DeGeneres and Bill 
Nye the Science Guy take us through the journey of dino- 
saurs, and went on an absolutely amazing spaceship ride 
to Mars. That was something else! It was very much like 
being in the space shuttle when it takes off. There are even 
barf bags available! Cool! One woman in front of us, after 
standing in line for at least 35 minutes, opted out at the 
last second, falling victim to the ever-increasingly intense 
warning signs: "If you are claustrophobic, don't do this 
ride!

Screening Prg.

The Breast and Cervical 
Cancer Screening Program 


(BCCP) at the Garrett 
County Health Department 
has helped detect and treat 
cancer and pre-cancer in 3] 
Garrett County women 
since 2001, said a spokes 
person. Each year the pro 
gram has helped an average 
of 400 women receive their 
annual breast and cervical 
cancer screening services at 
no cost to them. That’s a 
total of about 5,600 screen- 
ing opportunities for the 
women of Garrett County 
since its beginning in 1992 

"I probably owe my life 
to this program," said Ma- 
donna Pool, a breast cancer 
survivor. "This program 
helped me follow up after a 
cancer diagnosis. I urge eve 
ryone to go for their doctor 
recommended screening 
one time a year for cancer 
screening is a minimum. It 
is imperative to both 
quality and quantity of life 
Don’t wait — make the date 
Never put off cancer screen 
ing because you may not get 
the chance later." 

"The success of the can 
cer screening programs here 
in Garrett County is due to 
the great cooperation with 
almost all primary care phy 
siclans, surgeons, physi 
cian’s assistants, nurse prac 
titioners, and radiology de 
partments located through 
out the county and even in 
to Allegany County, Penn 


sylvania, and West Vir 
ginia," said Dr. William

Once a woman is en 
rolled in the program, she 
receives a follow-up call 


every year from the GCHD 
BCCP staff 

The annual screening is a 
way to detect cancer at its 
earliest stages when it is 
most curable. According to 
a recent study, almost all 
deaths from cervical cancer 
and up to 38% of deaths 
from breast cancer in 
women are preventable 
through annual screening 
for early detection followed 
by treatment. In most cases, 
the earlier breast cancer is 


detected and treated, the 
better the survival rate. Sta 
tistics show that when 


breast cancer is diagnosed at 
a local (very early) stage, 
the 5-year survival rate is 
98%, but when breast can 
cer is diagnosed after it has 
spread, the 5-year survival 
rate decreases to 26% 

The Breast and Cervical 
Cancer Screening Program 
is funded through grants 
from the National Breast 
and Cervical Cancer Early 
Detection Program adminis 
tered by the Centers for Dis

In 2005-2006, the per- 
centage of all students was 
87.16%, compared to 
85.34% from the previous 
year. 

The percentage of stu- 
dents dropping out of 
school decreased from 
2.49% to 2.11%. “Some 
strategies from last year that 
we have used to focus on 
the drop out rate have been 
making an impact," said 
McCartney. 

The High School Assess- 
ment (HSA) results have 
also showed improvement. 
For the biology HSA, 
72.2% passed the test, com- 
pared to 58.6% in 2005. A 
significant increase was also 
seen in the algebra/data 
analysis test, with 75.3% 
passing, compared to 58.9% 
the year before. The govern- 
ment results were not as 
significant, but did increase, 
McCartney noted. In 2006, 
it was 73.8%, and it was 
73.1% in 2005. 

The SAT and ACT test 
scores were also explained 
to the board members by 
Dr. Pat Mullinix, coordina- 
tor of research, evaluation, 
and information. 

She explained that the 
national scores for the SAT 
were down in 2006, and this 
test is much different from 
the previous test because it 
now incorporates a writing 
component. Garrett County 
Stidents” “scored” a mean 
score of 497 in reading, 508 
in math, and 492 in writing 
The state mean scores were 
503 in reading, 509 in math, 
and 499 in writing. She 
added that the top score 
possible is 800, and most 
schools tend to look at 
scores around 500 

The ACT results showed 
a slight increase across the 
board. Mullinix added that 
many students do not take 
this test, although most do 
very well on it. The mean 
composite score was 21.4, 
with the nation's composite 
at 21.1 and the state's at 
21.4. The top composite 
score on this test is 36

Census Finds That Maryland 
Ties In Highest Income Bracket 


by Alia Maliik

Maryland was one of 
three states in a statistical tie 
for highest median house- 
hold income in 2005, ac- 
cording to a U.S. Census 
Bureau report released last 
week. 

Maryland's median, or 
the point at which half the 
household incomes were 
higher and half were lower, 
was $61,592 in 2005, up 
from $57,424 the year be- 
fore. New Jersey's median 
was higher and Connecti- 
cut's was lower, but the dif- 
ferences between the three 
were all within the surveys’ 
margins of error, making 
them statistically insignifi- 
cant. 


After adjusting for infla- 
tion, Maryland's median 
household income increased 
3.8 percent, but that number 
is imprecise because of a 
large difference in sample 
sizes between the 2005 sur- 
yey_and surveys from years 
past. Previous surveys did 
not sample every county in 
Maryland, said Ed Walnick, 
chief of the Census Bureau's 
Income Surveys depart- 
ment 

Maryland did see real 
household income growth 
in 2005, said Maryland De- 
partment of Planning 
economist Mark Goldstein, 
although the change in sam 
pling might have skewed 
the dollar amount 

"If you look at other 
measures Of growth in 
Maryland, job growth, you 
could come to a conclusion 
like that," Goldstein said, 
adding that the _ state 
showed its highest job 
growth rate in 2005 since 
2000 

"It just reinforces the idea 
that the state was fairly 
prosperous in 2005, and so 
it's not surprising that it 
would show a real increase 
in median income,” he said 

Maryland's high concen- 
tration of well-educated 
workers with high-paying 
jobs has contributed to its 
consistent ranking among 
the most prosperous states 
in the country, Goldstein

said. Its proximity to the 
federal government in 
Washington, which makes 
it a leading recipient of 
pricey federal contracts is 
another contributing factor. 
And finally, Goldstein said, 
last year's increase in federal 
spending probably contrib- 
uted to Maryland's rise in 
household income 

"I think the pie is increas- 
ing,” he said, " and 


Maryland is 
share." 

A few Maryland counties 
made the top 10 for median 
household income nation- 
wide. At $91,184, Howard 
County's median income 
ranked third among coun- 
ties and independent cities 
with populations over 
250,000 Montgomery 
County's $82,187 median 
ranked sixth. 

"We have been at the 
top, or near the top, for dec- 
ades, so this is not a surpris- 
ing place to find ourselves,” 
said Richard Story, chief 
executive officer of the 
Howard County Economic 
Development Authority 

Howard County's top- 
ranked school system, busi- 
ness climate and advanta- 
geous location between the 
urban centers of Baltimore 
and Washington, have been 
major contributors to the 
area's prosperity, Story said. 

Montgomery County's 
proximity to Washington 
has always helped its econ- 
omy, but recently the 
county has been making it 
on its own, said Joe 
Shapiro, county economic 
development department 
spokesman. The percentage 
of residents employed by 
the federal government has 
gone down, the county's 
technology industry is grow- 
ing and areas like Silver 
Spring have been revital- 
ized 

"If you look back 25 
years, the dominant factor 
for Montgomery County 
employment, and existence 
really, was the federal gov 


getting its 


ernment, and that has, par- 
ticularly over the last 12 
years, changed," Shapiro 
said 


Maryland's fiscal picture 
is not all green. The city of 
Baltimore, by contrast, had 


the seventh-lowest median 
household income in the 
country, dropping to 
$32,456. Baltimore residents 
have lower education levels 
than Maryland counties 
with the highest income, 
which could account in part 
for the difference in income 
levels, Goldstein said 
Calvert County had the 
third-highest income of 
counties between 65,000 
and 249,999 in population 


Carroll County was not in ° 


the top 10 but had the 
eighth-lowest poverty rate, 
at 3.1 percent 

"Calvert County's kind of 
up-and-coming, kind of last 
frontier of southern Mary- 
land," said the county's Eco- 
nomic Development Direc- 


tor Linda Vassallo. "I'm not 
surprised, I'm really not 
surprised. I mean, we've 


been tracking in this direc- 
tion for a while.”

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Politicians Point Fingers As 
Officials Sort Out Voting Mess

Misplaced electronic 
cards, untrained poll judges, 
and malfunctioning new 
computers helped make a 
mess of Tuesday's primaries 
in two of the state's largest 
jurisdictions, Officials spent 
much of Wednesday trying 
to sort out what happened, 
how to correct it and whom 
to blame. 

In Montgomery County, 
where some polls opened 
more than three hours late 


because new voting ma- 
chines would not work 
without electronic cards 
that were not delivered, 
County Executive Doug 
Duncan demanded _ that 


Gov. Robert L. Ehrlich fire 
the county's two top elec- 
tion officials 

In Baltimore, where 
many polling places opened 
several hours late because 
election judges failed to ar- 


rive, a spokesman for 
Mayor Martin O'Malley, 
Ehrlich's opponent in the 


November election, said the 
mess was due to the gover- 
nor's "lack of oversight" and 
"incompetence." He called 
the election "a national em 
barrassment for Maryland." 

For his part, Ehrlich 
blamed the Democrat 
controlled state Senate for 
forcing the state to adopt 
complicated new machines 
without proper training 

"The overarching prob 
4em was that local election 
‘boards were required to 
implement a new, highly 
<omplex voting technology 
‘without sufficient time or 
training,” said Henry Fa- 
’ 


well, Ehrlich's spokesman. 

Officials of both the local 
board of election and the 
state attorney general's of- 
fice said they would investi- 
gate the problems in hopes 
of correcting them by No- 
vember. But that gave little 
solace to candidates who as 
late as Wednesday morning 
still did not know whether 
they had won or not be- 
cause of the slow returns 
from Montgomery County 
and Baltimore, which be- 
tween them have about a 
quarter of the state's voters. 

"It was nothing more 
than rank ineptitude," said 
Montgomery County State's 
Attorney Douglas F. Gan 
sler, who Tuesday won the 
Democratic nomination for 
attorney general. "The 
Montgomery County Board 
of Elections has one mis- 
sion .., and they blew it." 

Polls in both Baltimore 
City and Montgomery 
County stayed open an ex- 
tra hour Tuesday to make 
up for the delays. In some 
cases, paper provisional 
ballots were handed out, 
and after they ran out voters 
had to endure long lines or 
leave 

Duncan late Wednesday 
called on Ehrlich to fire 
Nancy Dacek, the chair of 
the board of elections, and 
demanded that the board 
fire Margaret Jurgensen, the 
director of the elections of 
fice 

Electronic errors’ in 
Montgomery County's new 
voting machines happened 
in part because the ma 
chines there had never been 
field tested, said Dacek. The 
board received the machines

In addition, some ma 
chines, which are supposed 
to quickly search for voters' 
names electronically so 
judges don't have to sift 
through paper cards, would 
overheat after five or six 
uses and need restarting 
Dacek said 

Dacek blamed the De 
mocrat-dominated General 
Assembly for the electronic 
machines arriving late. Be- 
cause the courts struck 
down an early voting bill 
weeks before. primaries, all 
money and work the Board 
of Elections had put toward 
implementing the measure 
was wasted, she said 

"Even the state didn't 
know what they were sup- 
posed to be telling us," Da- 
cek said.

A spokesman for the At 
torney General's office said 
it is a crime for judges not 
to show up at the polls, but 
said the Attorney General 
has no plans to prosecute 
anyone for that offense 

Raynor said that_he was 
going to look into recruiting 
tech-savvy young people 
from local universities to 
work as voting judges and 
help ease the transition into 
the new voting system 

"The average age of an 
election judge is deceased,’ 
said’ Raynor, commenting 
that the older generation, 
himself included, often 
aren't as capable with com- 
puters 

Rick Abbruzzese, O'Mal- 
ley's spokesman, said the 
governor should have made 
sure local election boards 
trained judges to properly 
use the machines 

"It will be an issue in this 
campaign," he predicted 

There is no consensus 
how many people voted or 
how the errors affected 
voter turnout. Raynor esti- 
mated that Baltimore City 
had a 28 percent voter turn 
out on Tuesday, slightly 
down from the 32.5 percent 
in the 2006 primary. But he

extraordinary opportunity 
for us," he said. He ex- 
plained that the program is 
planned to be done in one 
day, with teams of three or 
more at each school. 

Glotfelty said he hopes to 
get 50% of the students vac- 
cinated. "This is well suited 
for children, and is very ef- 
fective and safe. We are 
hoping the parents send in 
the paperwork so their child 
can participate," he said. 

"With FluMist™ we 
have a very safe and effec- 
tive product that can be ad- 
ministered without the pain 
of a needle stick, making it 
much more acceptable to 
children," said Glotfelty. 
"School-based immuniza- 
tion can also protect other 
family members and reduce 
the spread of influenza in 
the community-at-large." 

The first dose will be 
given on Oct. 24, and a sec- 
ond dose of the vaccine will 
be given six weeks later to 
students under the age of 9 
who have never received a 
flu vaccination in previous 
years. Flu vaccine consent 
forms and _ information 
sheets explaining the bene- 
fits, risks, and side effects of 
the vaccine will be sent 
home to parents in the next 
several weeks. 

According to Dr. 
Wendell Teets, superinten- 
dent, all the principals and 
health nurses are in support 
of the program. "We feel 
this is a great opportunity to 
help our students," said 
Teets. 

Glotfelty said that the 
program was used in Car- 
roll County last year, and 
Frederick County was used 
as the control county. He 
said Carroll County did not 
show the usual spike in in- 
fluenza during that school 
year that Frederick County 
did.

*Not living with anyone 
who has severe immune 
problems because of bone- 
marrow __ transplantation, 
intense chemotherapy or 
advanced AIDS/HIV infec- 
tion.

Takoma Park, will move on 
to the general election to 
face Anne M. McCarthy, 
the former University of 
Baltimore business school 
dean who captured the Re-

Designer Dogs 
Are Out of Style 


DEAR PAW’S CORNER: I am a 
breeder who has raised dogs for 30 
years. My tip is this: These new dog 
breeds that are being created, such 
as Pugglies and Labradoodles, are 
nothing more than crossbreeds 
being advertised as designer dogs. 
Buyers should be careful and 
beware: “Cute” will bite you — not 
the dog, I mean, but the bite on the 
wallet from high veterinary bills or 
simply wasting thousands of dollars 
on an undocumented breed. The 
size of the price tag does not deter- 
mine quality. — Ron in West Virginia 

DEAR RON: Thank vou for making 
an important statement. Buying pets 
impulsively at any price — whether a 
cut-rate pup or a thousand dollar-plus 
designer dog — can have terrible con- 
sequences for both the new owner and 
the pet. 

Always take your time when decid- 
ing to bring a new dog — or any pet — 
into your home. Make sure you have 
the time and resources to care for a pet, 
and that the dog, cat, bird or other crea- 
ture is compatible with the rest of the 
family. Read up on different dog breeds 
and learn about specific behaviors, 
health issues, recommended training 
and feeding methods, and anything else 
you need to know before purchasing or 
adopting that new puppy: 

If you insist’on having a specific 
breed, check out area dog breeders 
carefully. The best breeders will be 
checking you out as well, to make sure 
their puppy goes to a good home. 
Making more than one visit — some- 
times several — to a breeder before 
finalizing a purchase is not uncom- 
mon. In every case, be prepared to 
spend a good amount of time, days, 
weeks or even months, deciding on 
and planning for a new pet.

A «Ruby glass is a flashed glass, 

edeeply red in color, and was 
manufactured by numerous compa- 
nies beginning during the 1890s and 
continuing through the 1940s. 
Although it is sometimes confused 
with red carnival glass, it is made dif- 
ferently and not the same. Values are 
tricky. It might be a good idea to con- 
sult the numerous price guides avail- 
able and monitor ruby glass prices on 
eBay. 

Another suggestion is to contact a 
good appraiser. Although you will 
pay a nominal fee, you will get an 
expert’s opinion of what your collec- 
tion is worth. Karen Rook is a certi- 
fied appraiser who specializes in 
glass.
